"PASSING STRANGERS. *.. ,' 
The Orientals in London are to be numbereti 


by the many hundreds, Most of themare mere 
passing strangers~-here to-day, goncto- morrow, 
A few settle in our midst, marry, learn our 
tongue,. and seek to be of us, We-have the 
sailor and the poor traveller‘at the ‘docks, the 
swarthy Jaw student in the lodying- house of 
Bloomsbury orlSouth Kensington, theambitious 
merchant around Fenchurch-street, |. Marquis 
Tto, who naxt to the Mikado Mutsuhtto was the 
yeal maker of moder Japan, lived around these 
_ docks for some months when a lad, and there 
got his first impression of Western civilisation. 
Other coming rulers of the East are perhaps 
doing the same to- eday, Py 
Limehouse is the centre of Oriental London. 
There we can see men of all the dusky strains 
of the world ; men from Aden and from theisles 
.of the Southern Seas ; lascars and swarthy sons 
of Africa, Cingalese and men of Goa, Hindus 
of every caste, and the proud and quick-tem- 
pered Malay. They lack, ‘However, the turbans,

“and they find sit easy to obtain berths, while 
‘Europeans are standing idle at the docks, for 
they are more tractable, more amenable. to 
argument, and more obedient, The Hindu— 
though not the Chinaman—will allow a bully- 
‘ing ‘captain or hectoring ‘mate. to abuse him 
without retali.tion, The. Chinaman, however, 
“is quite as able to resent ultrentment as his 
English brother, 

Here, probably for the. first time, these 
Easterners find themselves treated by whites 
on a, basis of equality.
